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Be March 28th, 1919. 
Yesterday we went out to see 


the fleet and had a pretty rough} 


time of it. There was about thirty 
of us in the party and the sea was 
very rough. They weren’t going to 
take us on board of the tug on ac- 
count of the sea, however one of 
the naval officers in charge of one 
of the ships said we could try it if 
we weren’t afraid of getting wet. We 
all got on and started out. It took 
us twenty minutes to get into the 
Firth of Forth where the ships 
were: Some of the boys got sick 
and we opened the hatchway to get 
some fresh air. Before we could 
close it a huge wave came along and 
soaked the fellows standing near 
' the batehway. When we got out to 
the ship we couldn’t go on because 
it was too rough so we’ had to steer 
for the naval yards. We certainly 
had all the sea we wanted and was 
glad to get off again. However 
several of the big battleships were 
in the docks so we went over them. 
“We were:all over and thru the He1- 
cules, one of the big battleships 
that had just returned from the 
Kiel canal. We also had a_ look 
over the Glorious and Courageous, 
two of zie fastest battle cruisers in 
the fleet. The German ships are‘all 
up north, however,. most of their 
submarines are here so we had a 
look at them. We saw the famous 
Deutchland, the merchant submar- 
_ine that went to New York. It 
certainly is a big one for a- submar 
ine. We had agood look at the fa- 
mous. Firth of Forth bridge. 
To-day we had a meeting of the 
agricultural students and went ovér 
the details of our tour during Easter 
vacation. I am enclosing a map.of 
Scotland and you can get a good 
~":jdea'of where we’re going, from it.

The braying of a donkey is said 
to be a sign of coming rain.

Sheep in mountainous districts 
change their feeding. ground to the 
lea side of hills-before the arrival of 
gales and rain. When. collecting 
honey, bees are so afraid of bad 
weather that if a cloud obscures the 
sun they hurry Home. If geese are 
seen to fly, without any palpable 
reason, rain is to be expected. If 
ducks are noticéd going out on thé 
grass fields in daytime in search of 
snails, a shower may usually be 
looked for. 

When it is likely to be wet, gar- 
den spiders spin only short threads, 
and when the shrill voice of the 
peacock is heard a change. of weath- 
er is probable If the. swallow flies 
high, itis a sign of ‘fine weather, 
but when it is near the ground rain 
is to be expected.

To Sell 9674 Tons © 
of B.C. Spud) 


There are 9,674 tons of boletiea 
owned by the U.S. government in 
B.C., now being offered for sale. 
Think of it 1 9,674 .tons; ‘not 
pounds, or even bushels, but tons. 
This makes the tidy little total of 
19,348,000 pounds of potatoes 
which the government of the Unit- 
ed States now wants to. sell. They 
are equivalent to 322,466 bushels, 
and assuining that they could be 
shipped 20 tons to the car, no less 
than 483 cars would be required to 
transport them. 


At the same time, with this im- 
mense supply. of potatoes “&t ou 
doors, potatoes are selling in Ed- 
monton at from $1 to. $1.50 a 
bushel, the lower price being for 
the. Alberta-grown. and the . higher 
fox the B. C. products. 


There does not appear-to be. any 
shortage of the local potato supply, 
in fact it is stated in some quarters 
that they are being held for higher 
prices. If however, some of the 
9,000 odd tons of B.C. spuds which 
will.no doubt be sold at-a low pricé; 
should find their way onto the lo-

Paris. — The council of four of the 
peace conference went into session 
with the question of the Adriatic again 
before it for consideration,
